"It’s a setback, and any setback is 
serious," Robert Archambeault, Phillips 
director of engineering for the midsea 
Ekofisk oil field, said a t a news conference. 
"It certainly doesn't leave the situation 
without a possibility for recovery. " 
Norwegian Industry Minister Bjertmar 
Gjerde, citing safety concerns, ordered a 
temporary total halt in all production at 
surrounding platforms in the Ekofisk field 
in the middle of the North Sea.

INDIAN TAKERS 
“Red power” is on the march. Passamaquoddy and 
Penobscot Indians, assisted by a powerful ally, the Great 
White Father in Washington, are claiming five million 
acres of land in northern Maine that was wrongfully 
taken from their ancesors. 
The Interior and Justice Departments say the claim is 
a valid one and have announced that unless an out-of- 
court settlement is reached by June 1, the federal 
government, as the Indians’ guardian, will sue the state. 
As Maine goes, so goes Ohio? 
Could be. Inspired by their fellow Indians in Maine, the 
Iroquois are considering suing the federal government 
for damages over the loss of a vast tract of land in what is 
now northeastern Ohio. 
“We have a historian studying the history of the area 
around Cleveland and Arkon,” says Beeman Logan, a 
Seneca chief in North Tonawanda, N.Y. “We will decide 
when that is complete whether to take it to court.” 
He adds that, unlike the Maine tribes, the Iroquois will 
probably ask for a monetary settlement rather than 
trying to repossess the land, although one Indian 
historian has suggested that part of a settlement might 
include turning over the Cuyahoga Valley National Park 
to the Indians for their use. 
Also unlike the Maine situation, however, any claim by 
the Iroquois to land in Ohio may have a fatal defect. 
Their historians will not have to look very far to find that 
the area in question once belonged to the Erie nation, 
which the Iroquois were in the process of wiping out at 
the time the first French explorers arrived in the Great 
Lakes region. 
What tribe the Eries took it from before that, nobody 
knows. The Iroquois conquest was so thorough that there 
aren’t any Eries left today to tell us. But the whole 
history of America before European colonization was one 
of constantly changing tribal jurisdictions, with one tribe 
taking over land previously occupied by another, 
sometimes peacefully, mostly through war. The tribes 
the first white settlers encountered just happened to be 
the most recent winners. 
Thus if the Iroquois or any other Indian nation has a 
valid claim to land they took from somebody else by 
virtue of conquest, it would seem that the same should 
apply to the latest conqueror, the white man.

TO CLEAN UP 
Last 
July, 
the 
federal 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency told New York City and 
some 
100 
other 
E astern 
Seaboard municipalities 
that 
they had until 1981 to stop- 
dumping crud in the ocean. 
Since 
1924, 
these 
m unicipalities 
have 
been 
barging millions of tons of 
sewage sludge a year out to a 
point about 12 miles off New 
York Harbor, turning the area 
into a veritable dead sea. 
It is a very real question 
whether the cities will be able to 
meet even this liberal deadline 
set by the EPA. One estimate is 
that it will take more than $500 
million to develop landfill sites 
or alternative disposal methods, 
and New York City, for one, is 
already complaining that its 
current fiscal straits make it 
impossible to spend any money 
on the phaseput. 
Meanwhile, 
nature 
began 
taking a bit of revenge this 
summer when pollution forced 
the closing 
of Long Island 
beaches. 
This 
situation, which is 


probably the worst example of 
pollution in the nation, is what 
Jimmy 
Carter 
would 
have 
called 
a 
“disgrace"—would 
have, that is, if either he or 
Gerald Ford had presented the 
American people with some real 
challenges 
during 
the 
presidential campaign instead 
of encouraging them in the 
belief that all their problems are 
the fault of somebody else. 
The fact is that our cities, 
which can do no more than their 
citizens give them the mandate 
and the means to do, trail well 
behind imdustry in the matter of 
cleaning up pollution. 
The Wall 
Street Journal 
recently reported, for example, 
that the worst polluters of the 
Mississippi 
River are not 
private 
companies 
but 
the 
communities along it. 
In the 
Baton Rouge area, Exxon Corp. 
alone has spend $40 million to 
clean up its refinery operations 
and the EPA says that other 
companies are doing almost as 
well. 
By contrast, it took the EPA 
five years and a lawsuit to force 
the city of Baton Rouge to spend 
$10 
million 
to 
upgrade its 
sewage treatment plants. 
The much-maligned industrial 
polluters are “far and away 
ahead of municipalities” in 
complying 
with 
the 
Water 
Pollution Control Act of 1972, 
says EPA chief Russell Train. 
That law 
set an initial 
deadline of July 1, 1977 for 
certain improvements in both 
industrial and municipal waste­ 
water treatment. The EPA now 
expects that 90 per cent of alll 
major industries will meet the 
deadline 
but 
only half the 
nation's cities and towns, ser­ 


ving 40 per cent of the U.S. 
population, will meet them. 
The EPA is finding it much 
tougher to move against local 
politicians than against business 
executives. "You can shut down 
a plant,” says one EPA regional 
officer, “but how can you shut 
down a city?” 
The basic problem, of course, 
is money. 
Even though the 
federal government subsidizes 
75 per cent of the cost of building 
treatment 
plants, 
inflation- 
harried and tax-burdened local 
citizens have been reluctant to 
approve the levies and bonds 
and usage charges needed to 
pick up the other 25 per cent. 
It will get worse. The EPA 
estimates 
that meeting the 
requirements 
of 
the law 
nationwide will cost the federal 
government $105 billion and the 
cities $35 
billion 
for what 
amounts to the biggest con­ 
tinuing public works program 
after highways. 
Even when the treatment 
plants are built, the costs of 
running and maintaining them 
will cause fiscal problems for 
many local governments, and 
because of inflation the costs go 
on rising. 
Thus the probability is that we 
will 
increasingly 
look 
to 
Washington to pay more and 
more of the cost of achieving a 
clean 
environment—even 
though the federal government 
has taxes, or creates by running 
the inflationary printing presses 
overtime—even as we all 
bemoan the steady growth of 
“big government.”

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Some Reps May Quit House 
Because of New Ethics Code

WASHINGTON -- The tough 
new House ethics code is forc­ 
ing many congressmen to 
choose between their hefty out­ 
side incomes and early retire­ 
ment. 
Beginning in the next session 
of Congress, no member can 
earn more than $8,625 from 
outside ventures. The code, 
which was supposed to help 
justify their recent salary hikes 
to $57,500, will make some 
members either abandon 
lucrative private sidelines or 
pack their bags. 
Take the case of Rep. Otis 
Pike, D.-N.Y., the dapper, 
white-haired former chairman 
of the House Select Committee 
on Intelligence. He now serves 
on a key health subcommittee, 
where he has sponsored 
several bills on Medicare and 
hospitals.

Secret Tax Breaks: The 
White House has blocked an at­ 
tempt to shed more light on the 
secret operations of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service (IRS).

Past rulings can be released 
only if the White House grants 
additional funds to publish 
them as the IRS has requested 
The Office of Managment and 
Budget, however, turned down 
the request cold. 
Although the agen cy 
received past funding to make 
30,000 rulings a year, we have 
learned the IRS actually 
makes only 3.000 to 6.000. The 
others are simply rubber- 
stamp approvals that cost vir­ 
tually nothing, according to 
Tax Analysts and Advocates, a 
public interest group. 
Meanwhile, a select group of 


high-powered New York and 
Washington attorneys has cor­ 
nered a “black market" on past 
private rulings. They have 
been peddling them to the 
highest bidder. 
FootnoterA White House 
spokesman told us that other 
expenditures took priority over 
publishing the rulings. Besides, 
he added, the IRS seems to feel 
that the matter was “not that 
important." But the IRS insists 
it asked for more money and 
shouldn't be blamed by the 
White House.

virtue were a toga, the 75-year- 
old,

revolutionist. West Coast labor 
leader Harry Bridges would 
stand nude in the market place. 
He’s in the news now (as he’s 
been since he led the bloody 1934 
San Francisco general strike) 
because, as the all-powerful 
president of the West Coast 
independent 
longshoremen’s 
union, he had invited three 
Soviet “labor leaders” to bring 
fraternal greetings tohis union’s 
convention in Seattle - Bridges’ 
last hurrah. 
Several weeks ago the U.S. 
State Department rejected the 
Soviet “labor” officials’ visa 
applications. 
And Harry in­ 
dignantly blasted the American 
establishment’s ethics as he 
announced his retirement from

Bridges

Bridges averred that day. 
The Soviet dissenters are 
fighting “against the welfare of 
that country (the U.S.S.R. - 
VR). I’m not being fooled by 
that kind of junk," Bridges 
continued mockingly. 
As for trade union ethics, the 
measure of Bridges’ devotion to 
virtue is the $20,000 in cash he 
took from a committee which 
ran a testimonial dinner in his 
honor in San Francisco’s 
Fairmont Hotel on Nov. 29,1975. 
Since all revolutionists believe 
in comfort during off hours, he 
also accepted a Swedish-made 
Volvo station wagon.

He is a mathematician and 
designer. He knew about trade 
unions only what he had read in 
the Russian press. And that 
didn’t teach him much about his 
new job. For some 18 months the 
national politburo had scoured 
the Held. When they picked 
Shivaev after a KGB clearance, 
they called a national labor 
convention 
and 
told 
the 
delegates, look what we have for 
you, a chairman. 
Why should his agents be 
called 
labor 
leaders? 
Why 
should they be permitted into 
the U.S. in violation of the im­ 
migration law? Human rights 
are human rights, which aren’t 
the order of the day for tens of 
thousands of workers Lvover 100 
Soviet labor concentration 
camps. 
And what was comrade 
Shivaev doing during the Soviet- 
Nazi pact? 
And for that matter, check the 
record on what Harry Bridges 
was doing and proclaiming 
during those ghastly years. 
What price virtue - a Volvo, 
$20,000 cash, an alliance with 
some of the toughest hoods and 
gleeful boasting of championing 
the Communists in Stalin’s d*y •

“Red power” is on the march. Passamaquoddy and 
Penobscot Indians, assisted by a powerful ally, the Great 
White Father in Washington, are claiming five nvllion 
acres of land in northern Maine that was wrongfully 
taken from their ancesors. 
The Interior and Justice Departments say the claim is 
a valid one and have announced that unless an out-of- 
court settlement is reached by June 1, the federal 
government, as the Indians’ guardian, will sue the state. 
As Maine goes, so goes Ohio? 
Could be. Inspired by their fellow Indians in Maine, the 
Iroquois are considering suing the federal government 
for damages over the loss of a vast tract of land in what is 
now northeastern Ohio. 
“We have a historian studying the history of the area 
around Cleveland and Arkon,” says Beeman Logan, a 
Seneca chief in North Tonawanda, N Y. “We will decide 
when that is complete whether to take it to court.” 
He adds that, unlike the Maine tribes, the Iroquois will 
probably ask for a monetary settlement rather than 
trying to repossess the land, although one Indian 
historian has suggested that part of a settlement might 
include turning over the Cuyahoga Valley National Park 
to the Indians for their use. 
Also unlike the Maine situation, however, any claim by 
the Iroquois to land in Ohio may have a fatal defect. 
Their historians will not have to look very far to find that 
the area in question once belonged to the Erie nation, 
which the Iroquois were in the process of wiping out at 
the time the first French explorers arrived in the Great 
Lakes region. 
What tribe the Eries took it from before that, nobody 
knows. The Iroquois conquest was so thorough that there 
aren’t any Eries left today to tell us. But the whole 
history of America before European colonization was one 
of constantly changing tribal jurisdictions, with one tribe 
taking over land previously occupied by another, 
sometimes peacefully, mostly through war. The tribes 
the first white settlers encountered just happened to be 
the most recent winners. 
Thus if the Iroquois or any other Indian nation has a 
valid claim to land they took from somebody else by 
virtue of conquest, it would seem that the same should 
apply to the latest conqueror, the white man.

U.S., Cuba okay fishing pact 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States and Cuba have set 
preliminary maritime boundaries between the two nations and 
reached an agreement that will allow Cuban fishermen to take 
surplus catches within 200 miles of the American shoreline. 
Terms were reached in two rounds of talks in New York and 
Havana and a joint announcement was issued today by the State 
Department. 
Details of agreements between the two countries, both of which 
have adopted 200-mile fishing limits, were not immediately 
disclosed. 
The boundary agreement was needed because Cuba is only 90 
miles off the U.S. coast. The fisheries agreement brings Cuba in 
line with several other nations, including the Soviet Union, which 
regularly fish near the U.S. coast and have applied for per­ 
mission to catch specified numbers of fish within the zone. 
GM reports record profits 


DETROIT (AP) — Citing record sales of big cars, General 
Motors Corp. has reported record first-quarter profits of $908 
million, up 13 per cent from 1976, on record sales of $13.6 billion. 
GM’s net earnings, equal to $3.14 a share, easily surpassed its 
previous first-quarter record of $817 million set in 1973, the 
company announced Wednesday. 
Optimistic Wall Street analysts had bfeen looking for even 
higher earnings — $930 million to $960 million. 
■Die latest performance by the world’s largest automaker just 
missed the firm’s all-time quarterly earnings mark of $909 
million set in last year’s second quarter. That was the highest 
profit ever reported by an industrial corporation for three 
months. 
GM earned $800 million, or $2.78 a share, in the first quarter of 
1976. Sales in the latest quarter were up 18 per cent from $11.4 
billion in the same 1976 period. 
Big truck backers confident 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — Backers of bigger, heavier 
trucks on state highways say action of the Missouri House 
resurrecting such legislation indicates the controversial big 
trucks will probably be rolling through Missouri by fall. 
The House, whose Consumer Protection Committee twice re­ 
jected the bill this session, overrode that decision on Wednesday 
and scheduled the measure for floor consideration in the next few 
weeks. The bill, sponsored by Senate President Pro Tern Norman 
Merrell, has already cleared the upper chamber. 
Because 97 House members voted to place the bill before the 
full House despite the committee’s objections, 15 more votes than 
needed, advocates of the measure say it will easily gain final 
approval and will ultimately be enacted this year. The House 
action on Wednesday was unprecedented in at least the last 
quarter century, members said. 
Should the measure clear the legislature as now expected, the 
only other roadblock to the 60-foot, 80,000-pound rigs would be a 
veto by Gov. Joseph Teasdale. 
House soundly rejects budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Key House Democrats meet today to 
begin an effort to redraft a proposed budget after their first at­ 
tempt was overwhelmingly defeated in a small-hours session. 
Weeks of work by the House Budget Committee and two 
grueling House meetings produced a budget plan that was 
defeated, 320-84, in a showdown vote early today. 
Budget Committee Chairman Robert N. Giaimo, D+Conn., de­ 
clared after the session, “A combination of President Carter, the 
Armed Services Committee and the Republican Party defeated 
this biU.” 
He said his committee would meet informally later today and 
would begin work formally on a new resolution on Friday. 
Immunization dispute aired 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — An expert in immunization 
programs believes children in the U.S. are caught in the conflict 
between private doctors and public health efforts. 
Dr. James E. Bowes of the Indianapolis Health Department 
told the annual meeting of the Missouri Public Health Association 
here Wednesday that doctors are the ‘‘villain’’ in the nation's 
failure to wipe out childhood diseases. 
“The 20 million children in this country with inadequate im­ 
munization are the victims of the conflict between private and 
public medicine," Bowes said. 
Bowes’ statements paralleled the concern expressed recently 
by Health, Education and Welfare Secretary Joseph Califano Jr., 
who is launching a national effort to increase immunization 
levels of children. 
“Measles vaccine has been on the market for 14 years," Bowes 
said. “If private physicians have not found a way to attract 
children into their offices in that time, why should they object to 
our public health efforts to immunize them.’’ 
Bowes said private medicine must assume the responsibility 
for the effects of disease in every unimmunized child if it con­ 
tinues to block public heath programs. 


Recruit quality falls 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The quality of recruits entering the 
Army during the past three months fell to the lowest level in at 
least a year, and if the trend continues it could lead to recruit­ 
ment of more women. A high school diploma is a main standard 
of quality for the armed services. But figures obtained from 
Pentagon manpower officials show that only 47 per cent of the 
Army’s recruits in January through March were high school 
graduates. This is about 9 per cent below the Army’s minimum 
objective and well under levels reported by the Marines, Navy 
and Air Force. 
Democrats to back Carter 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate Democrats are determined to 
back President Carter’s economic plan, turning down repeated 
Republican .efforts to hand Americans immediate cuts in their 
income taxes. Carter has insisted on holding any tax cuts until 
later, when he plans to offer his own plan for a comprehensive 
restructuring of tax laws. He has threatened to veto any im­ 
mediate tax cuts tacked on to his economic proposal. 


FBI employes voice protest 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In scores of letters and telegrams to 
President Carter and the Senate Judiciary Committee, FBI 
employes are protesting the criminal indictment of their retired 
colleague, John J. Kearney. The writers call Kearney’s in­ 
dictment outrageous, absurd, disgraceful. They appeal to au­ 
thorities to remember the bombings and terrorism of only a few 
years ago, acts which led to the practices for which Kearney was 
indicted.

U.S., Cuba okay fish in g pact 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States and Cuba have set 
preliminary maritime boundaries between the two nations and 
reached an agreement that will allow Cuban fishermen to take 
surplus catches within 200 miles of the American shoreline 
Terms were reached in two rounds of talks in New York and 
Havana and a joint announcement was issued today by the State 
Department. 
Details of agreements between the two countries, both of which 
have adopted 200-mile fishing limits, were not immediately 
disclosed. 
The boundary agreement was needed because Cuba is only 90 
miles off the U.S. coast. The fisheries agreement brings Cuba in 
line with several other nations, including the Soviet Union, which 
regularly fish near the U.S. coast and have applied for per­ 
mission to catch specified numbers of fish within the zone 


G M reports record profits 


DETROIT (AP) — Citing record sales of big cars, General 
Motors Corp has reported record first-quarter profits of $903 
million, up 13 per cent from 1976, on record sales of $13.6 billion. 
GM’s net earnings, equal to $3 14 a share, easily surpassed its 
previous first-quarter record of $817 million set in 1973, the 
company announced Wednesday. 
Optimistic Wall Street analysts had bteen looking for even 
higher earnings — $930 million to $960 million. 
The latest performance by the world’s largest automaker just 
missed the firm ’s all-time quarterly earnings mark of $909 
million set in last year’s second quarter. That was the highest 
profit ever reported by an industrial corporation for three 
months. 
GM earned $800 million, or $2 78 a share, in the first quarter of 
1976 Sales in the latest quarter were up 18 per cent from $114 
billion in the same 1976 period.

Lestina and two other men 
formed a coal pool and hired a 
sem i-trailer to haul 22 tons of 
coal from Southern Illinois to 
Coal City, which is about 50 
miles southwest of Chicago. 
"We split the cost three ways 
and it cam e to $30 a ton, and 
that includes hiring the truck,” 
said Lestina. “The truck would 
dump my share alongside my 
house and I'd shovel it into the 
basement coal bin. I have a 
stoker that I load each night 
and it feeds the coal by an au­ 
ger into the furnace. It’s regu­ 
lated automatically by a ther­ 
mostat. The only work involved 
is loading the stoker and taking 
out a bucket of clinkers each 
day.” 
Last winter was severe and 
Lestina said he burned 13 tons 
of coal. 
“ I had to augment my supply 
by driving to an elevator near 
Springfield that had some Ken­ 
tucky coal shipped in,” he said. 
"It was the nearest place I 
could go to get it and I paid $62 
a ton to haul it away. I was 
happy to get it.”

Glenn Bjorklund, a spokes­

said, "No one ever 
thought about doing it the way 
he did," 
Wanlass said the new motor 
could be used in air condi­ 
tioners, swimming pool filter 
motors, washing machines and 
other appliances as well as in­ 
dustrial machinery. 


He said it would co6t about 
$40 to modify a current one 
horsepower electric motor to 
his design.

Missouri social welfare association 
staff resigns en masse after dispute

- . The two staff members, one 
\ who had been employed by 
t MASW for ten years, also 
submitted their resignations 
j to the MASW state board on 
; March 31, leaving the office 
I empty. 
The central dispute was 
j over how much control the 
MASW state board should 
* have over the administrative 
. functions of the staff. The 
f state board wanted more 
control and so did Ms. Ep- 
? stein. 
MASW is a private, non- 
profit agency that calls itself 
, “the citizen’s voice for social 
'■ concerns since 1901.” More 
than 3,300 Missourians are 
;i volunteer members. 
The 
3 organization puts out a weekly 
| newsletter that examines 
;<welfare legislation in the 
•< Missouri legislature.

MASW 
has 
played 
a 
J prominent role in creating 
£ Missouri’s Human 
Rights 
| Commission, which receives 
;4 discrimination complaints, 
2* and strengthening the state’s 
t child abuse programs. 
? The agency often receives 
£ federal or state grants to 
5 study programs that would 
\ improve the state’s social 
services. MASW is also in- 
;■ volved in educating the public 
^ about available social service 
^programs.

‘‘We’re still rolling,” says 
h Herman Johnson, president of 
3 the MASW state board, in 
3 reference to the recent 
3 dispute. 
“We’ve 
been 
in 
3 business for 75 years and 
3 we’re not going to stop now 


because a few people have 
resigned.” 
But if MASW is indeed still 
rolling, as Johnson says, it is 
rolling slowly. The resigned 
Jefferson City staff represents 
the agency’s only full-time 
staff. The staff members are 
crucial for the coordination of 
the agency’s activities. 
No newsletter has been 
released for more than a 
month. 


The state board has plans to 
fill the three vacant positions 
in about a month. Johnson 
said that there was never any 
real thought to rehiring the 


staff members who resigned. 
Army Capt. Charles Franz, 
who served as the MASW state 
board treasurer, has also 
recently resigned at least in 
part because of the staff 
resignations. 
“I definitely think that some 
effort should have been made 
to resolve the conflict,” Franz 
said. ‘‘But Mr. Johnson didn’t 
really seem that interested in 
resolving the conflict.” 
Franz notes that Ms. Ep­ 
stein reduced the MASW debt 
from $53,000 to $19,000 during 
her tenure. 
Another MASW member, 
who asked not to be identified, 


said that Epstein “was doing a 
tremendous job. She was 
never criticized in a formal 
sense — or even an informal 
sense for that matter.” 
Ms. Epstein is not bitter. 
She can even see some humor 
in her unemployed state, since 
it may allow her to see some 
social service organizations 
from the ground up. 
“The concern is not with 
losing my job,” she says, “but 
whether 
the MASW can 
continue to work for the goals 
it has set for itself. The staff 
is simply sorry that the board 
didn’t have more confidence 
in us.” 
Energetic professor gives 
kids energy -saving lesson 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — To 
preach a new gospel against 
the sinful energy hog, physicist 
Alan Johnson is spending a 
year as a modern-day circuit 
rider. 
At first you might think he 
was doing a vaudeville turn — 
out there in front of a pack of 
kids, leaping and stomping, his 
sparse locks flopping as he fid­ 
dles wildly through a mountain 
music jig. 
Actually, he is on a glum 
mission. 
He U telling high school stu­ 
dents they must change their 
lifestyle because the energy 
shortage may be with them for 
the rest of their lives. 
With his fiddle and jokes, 
hauling a stage load of props in 
a small van, Johnson travels 
from school to school, putting 
on energy conservation shows 
at general assemblies in audito­ 
riums or gymnasiums. 
“It’s the fun’est job I have 
ever had, but I wouldn’t want 
to do it more than a year,” he 
said after an hour-long show in 
a gym at a high school with 1,- 
000 students crowded into the 
bleacher seats. 
* One thing certain — it is a 
drastic change from lecturing 
on solid state technology, which 


is what the 31-year-old physicist 
was doing at the University of 
New Orleans. 
He remains a member of the 


UNO faculty, though assigned 
this odd line of work — one of 
eight similar shows in the na­ 
tion financed by power com­ 
pany grants to universities. 
To get his message across to 
restive youngsters, 
Johnson 
keeps ’em laughing while slid­ 
ing in sad facts. 
For instance, die United 
States uses 21 million 42-gallon 
barrels of oil a day. But the as­ 
semblies don’t hear that kind of 
statistic. 
Instead, an empty soft drink 
can is popped up out of a gar­ 
bage can to clatter on the floor. 
On that Johnson hangs the fact 
that it took one third of a cup 
of oil, or its fuel equivalent, to 
make every aluminum can 
thrown in the garbage. 
Statistics say the average 
American household uses each 
day the energy equivalent of 46 
pounds of coal, 9% gallons of 
oil products, a half-pint of nu­ 
clear energy. Johnson reduces 
that to a bicycle built for two. 
Mounted onstage, with two 
husky teen-agers pedaling, the 
rear wheel operates an automo­ 
bile generator. It makes enough 
electricity to run a black and 
white television set among the 
props. 
Urged on by the roaring 
crowd, the boys pedal frantical­ 
ly while Johnson capers around 
the stage, adding to the power 
load. He plugs in a 100-watt 
light bulb. . . a 10-inch fan.

At first you might think he 
was doing a vaudeville turn — 
out there in front of a pack of 
kids, leaping and stomping, his 
sparse locks flopping as he fid­ 
dles wildly through a mountain 
music jig 
Actually, he is on a glum 
mission. 
He ts telling high school stu­ 
dents they must change their 
lifestyle because the energy 
shortage may be with them for 
the rest of their lives 
With his fiddle and jokes, 
hauling a stage load of props in 
a small van, Johnson travels 
from school to school, putting 
on energy conservation shows 
at general assemblies in audito­ 
riums or gymnasiums 
“i t ’s the fun’est job 1 have 
ever had, but 1 wouldn’t want 
to do it more than a year," he 
said after an hour-long show in 
a gym at a high school with 1,- 
000 students crowded into the 
bleacher seats. 
One thing certain — it is a 
drastic change from lecturing 
on solid state technology, which 


is what the 31-year-old physicist 
was doing at the University of 
New Orleans 
He remains a member of the 


UNO faculty, though assigned 
this odd line of work — one of 
eight similar shows in the na­ 
tion financed by power com­ 
pany grants to universities.

youngsters, 
Johnson 
keeps ’em laughing while slid­ 
ing in sad facts. 
For 
instance,

But the as­ 
semblies don’t hear that kind of 
statistic. 
Instead, an empty soft drink 
can is popped up out of a gar­ 
bage can to clatter on the floor. 
On that Johnson hangs the fact 
that it took one third of a cup 
of oil, or its fuel equivalent, to 
make every

Statistics say the average 
American household uses each 
day the energy equivalent of 46 
pounds of coal, 9 4 gallons of 
oil products, a half-pint of nu­ 
clear energy. Johnson reduces 
that to a bicycle built for two. 
Mounted onstage, with two 
husky teen-agers pedaling, the 
rear wheel operates an automo­ 
bile generator. It makes enough 
electricity to run a black and 
white television set among the 
props 
Urged on by the roaring 
crowd, the boys pedal frantical­ 
ly while Johnson capers around 
the stage, adding to the power 
load He plugs in a 100-watt 
light bulb . . . a 10-inch fan 


Despite all the bikers can do,

browns out. 
“It would take 500 people 
eight hours a day, pedaling just 
like 
these 
guys, 
to 
make 
enough electric power for just 
one average American,” John­ 
son says, when the uproar has 
died down. 
“If everybody in this gym got 
out there right now and pedaled 
for the rest of the day, it might 
make enough electricity to sup­ 
ply two people. 
“Think about that when you 
go home, the air conditioner is 
running, the radio is on, a tele­ 
vision is playing with nobody 
watching, and all the lights are 
on.”

Cuba’s rural hospitals, cutting 
death rate of mothers, infants 


CHIVIRICO, Cuba (AP) — A 
36-bed hospital stands on a hill­ 
top here where bonfires once 
burned to summon passing 
boats to take local residents to 
a hospital In Santiago, less than 
60 miles away as the crow flies. 
More often than not the boats 
didn’t respond, and a wooden 
cross and many mounds of 
stones along a beach at the foot 
of the hill mark the graves of 
those who died while waiting. 
The last beachside death is 
said to have occurred lesa than 
18 years ago, shortly before the 
Chivirico rural hospital was 
built by the Fidel Castro 
government whose struggle for 
power had begun in the nearby 
Sierra Maestra. 
The site of the hospital was 
symbolically chosen to overlook 
the seaside graveyard. 
Before the Castro regime 
opened a two-lane blacktop 
highway from Santiago into the 
S i e r r a 
Maestra, 
passing 
through Chivirico, the only 
relatively fast way to reach 
medical attention was by sea. 
A five-day trip by muleback 
was the only alternative. 
Today Chivirico is within an 
hour’s reach of Santiago — 
Cuba's second largest city — 
by road, and an ambulance 
stands by at the hospital to car­ 
ry serious cases into the city 
for specialised care. 
But routine maternity and pe­ 
diatric care, as well as dental 
and outpatient services, are 
handled on the spot. 
“Our primary concern is with 


the child and the expectant 
mother,” says hospital director 
Dr. Luis Fonsbarrio, 28, a re­ 
cent medical school graduate 
who like most Cuban doctors is 
spending his first three years in 
a rural assignment. 
Fonsbarrio supervises a staff 
of four doctors—including a 
woman 
obstetrician—nine 
nurses and two dentists. 
They average a birth a day, 
and in addition to coping with 
the hospital’s Inpatients they 
share with another small rural 
hospital the job of providing 
general medical care for the 
35,000 people scattered through 
the Sierra Maestra region. 


“We can handle most prob­ 
lems right here,” Fonsbarrio 
said in an interview, “but if 
there are complications we can 
do the preliminary diagnosis or 
first aid here and send them on 
to Santiago.” 
The hospital has no X-ray 
machine, and only very simple 
laboratory facilities. The den­ 
tists’ office has a drill from 
Czechoslovakia and sterilizing 
equipment from Poland. 
Chivirico’s delivery room is 
primitive by Western big-city 
standards, and far from sterile. 
But Fonsbarrio says it has 
helped to reduce drastically the 
death rate among infants and 
mothers in an area where 
unattended births were stan­ 
dard, and mortality high. 
“Out-of-hospital childbirth is 
virtually nonexistent here to­ 
day,” Fonsbarrio says, and ex­ 
pectant mothers who live far 
out in the mountains are often 
brought into the hospital as 


much as two weeks before their 
expected delivery date to in­ 
sure that they are there when 
they have to be. 
Chivirico'a 36 beds are evenly 
split between the pediatric and 
maternity sections. In the pe­ 
diatric section patients’ moth­ 
ers spend days and nights on 
chairs next to their children's 
beds, supplementing the limited 
nursing staff in caring for the 
patients. 


According to Dr. Helenio Fer­ 
rer, Chief of the Department of 
Preventive Medicine at the Uni­ 
versity of Havana Medical 
School, Chivirico’s facilities are 
typical of the more than 60 ru­ 
ral hospitals that have sprung 
up in Cuba since the Castro re­ 
gime came into power. In 1968 
there was only one such hospi­ 
tal in the entire country.

Cuba’s rural hospitals, cutting 
death rate of mothers, infants 


CHIVIRICO, Cuba (AP) - A 
35-bed hospital stands on a hill­ 
top here where bonfires once 
burned 
to 
summon 
passing 
boats to take local residents to 
a hospital in Santiago, less than 
50 miles away as the crow flies. 
More often than not the boats 
didn't respond, and a wooden 
cross and tnany mounds of 
stones along a beach at the foot 
of the hill mark the graves of 
those who died while waiting. 
The last beachside death is 
said to have occurred less than 
18 years ago, shortly before the 
Chivirico rural hospital 
was 
built 
by 
the F id el Castro 
government whose struggle for 
power had oegun in the nearby 
Sierra Maestra. 
The site of the hospital was 
symbolically chosen to overlook 
the seaside graveyard. 
Before the 
Castro 
regime 
opened 
a 
two-lane blacktop 
highway from Santiago into the 
S i e r r a 
Maestra, 
passing 
through 
Chivirico, 
the 
only 
relatively fast way to reach 
medical attention was by sea. 
A five-day trip by muleback 
was the only alternative. 
Today Chivirico is within an 
hour’s reach of Santiago — 
Cuba's second largest city — 
by road, and an ambulance 
stands by at the hospital to car­ 
ry serious cases into the city 
for specialised care. 
But routine maternity and pe­ 
diatric care, as well as dental 
and outpatient services, are 
handled on the spot, 
“Our primary concern is with 


the child and the expectant 
mother," says hospital director 
Dr. Luis Fonsbarrio, 25, a re­ 
cent medical school graduate 
who like most Cuban doctors is 
spending his first three years in 
a rural assignment. 
Fonsbarrio supervises a staff 
of four doctors—including a 
woman 
ob stetricia n —nine 
nurses and two dentists 
They average a birth a day, 
and in addition to coping with 
the hospital’s inpatients they 
share with another small rural 
hospital the job of providing 
general medical care for the 
35,000 people scattered through 
the Sierra Maestra region. 


“We can handle most prob­ 
lems right here," Fonsbarrio 
said in an interview, “but if 
there are complications we can 
do the preliminary diagnosis or 
first aid here and send them on 
to Santiago." 
The hospital has no X-ray 
machine, and only very simple 
laboratory facilities. The den­ 
tists' office has a drill from 
Czechoslovakia and sterilizing 
equipment from Poland. 


Chivirico's delivery room is 
primitive by Western big-city 
standards, and far from sterile. 
But Fonsbarrio says it 
has 
helped to reduce drastically the 
death rate among infants and 
mothers 
in 
an 
area 
where 
unattended births were stan­ 
dard, and mortality high. 
“Out-of-hospital childbirth is 
virtually nonexistent here to­ 
day," Fonsbarrio says, and ex­ 
pectant mothers who live far 
out in the mountains are often 
brought into the hospital as 


much as two weeks before their 
expected delivery date to in­ 
sure that they are there when 
they have to be. 
Chivirico's 35 beds are evenly 
split between the pediatric and 
maternity sections. In the pe­ 
diatric section patients' moth­ 
ers spend days and nights on 
chairs next to their children's 
beds, supplementing the limited 
nursing staff in caring for the 
patients. 


According to Dr. Helenio Fer­ 
rer, Chief of the Department of 
Preventive Medicine at the Uni­ 
versity

School, Chivirico's facilities are 
typical of the more than 60 ru­ 
ral hospitals that have sprung 
up in Cuba since the Castro re­ 
gime cam e into power.
